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Detailed Action 

Response to Argument 

1. Applicant's amendment, ifiled October 18, 2005, with respect to the rejections 
of claims 10-12 and 14-19 under 35 U.S.C. 112 and claim 13 under 102(a) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections have been 
withdrawn. Claims 1-9 are stand allowed. 

Further, the Examiner accepts the amendments to the drawing and 
specification. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 1'19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance' 

In reference to claims 1. 10 and 13 ^ TEGAM (TEGAM Application note, 
'SWR/Return Loss Measurements Using System IIAO teaches a method of testing 
the SWR (standing wave ratio) of an attenuator through a DUT (see TEAGAM, Fig. 
2), but does not teach a system for testing attenuator includes a network analyzer, a 
down converter, a signal generator, a calibration receiver and a control unit coupled 
to the network analyzer and calibration receiver and arranged to select which of the 
network analyzer and calibration receiver measure the output signal from the DUT. 
Further (in regard to claim 10), the method includes forming a file of attenuator 
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values to define the boundary conditions where the network analyzer, the 
calibration receiver and the down converters are used. The DUT have two ports, 
which are directly connected to a network analyzer such that the network analyzer 
is connected to both ports of the DUT and thereby obviating the use of a bridge to 
couple the DUT to the network analyzer. 

The remaining claims 2-9, 11-12 and 14-19 doce dependent upon claims 1, 10 
and 13 and, contain further limitations.
